MOST DESIROUS TO VISIT USA AND HAVE SET ETA OP MAY 16. POST 
SUGGESTS GROUP STAY TOGETHER FOR APPROXIMATELY PIVE WORKING 
DAYS IN WASHINGTON, TRAVEL AS GROUP TO ATLANTA, THEN SEPARATE 
UNTIL COMING TOGETHER IN SAN PRANCISCO AND TRAVELING TOGETHER 
TO NEW YORK FOR PROGRAM FINALE. IN CITIES LISTED ABOVE PROGRAM 
SHOULD INCLUDE CULTURAL ASPECTS OF USA AS WELL AS ECONOMIC/ 
BUSINESS INTERESTS. GROUP WILL NOT REQUIRE ESCORTS SINCE ALL
